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FOB FREEDOM OF THE tKRAINIAN AND RUSSIAN PEOFUE 



-Ha* Uae of the Centre! Committee versus the non-Russian people is 
sueh that we Ukrainians are obligated to call the attention of the Russian nation 
to its disastrous consequences which threaten all non-Russians of the USSR, 
as well as the Russians. The Khrushchev program calls for the complete assimila- 
tion of all non -Russians with the Russians into one artificial Soviet nation. 

Be dofts not understand that the term Sovyetski refers to a category of social 
concepts end cannot delineate a nation. It refers to the delineation of a 
governmental system and not of a ndtt on, to say the Soviet nation is Just as 
crude as to say a parliamentary democratic nation or an absolutist nation. 

A crude attempt has been made to hide the true intention to melt down all the 
nations into one Russian nation, to destroy the very fietion of a federal 
state, to put an end to the federal national republics, republic go v ernme nts, 
etc. This is a policy which logically most lead to a new conflict not only 
botvaca the regime end the national masses but first of all among the nations 
tbeasolvosj i«e«, the Russian people and all non-Russians. It especially 
threatens Russian-Ukrainiaa relatione. Even without this there are many conflicts , 
tensions usd struggles. 

In respect to Khrushchov’s national policy there remains nothing else 
for the Ukrainian nation than to defend itself, to struggle for life and death 
with great power chauvinists . let no one console himself with the hope that the 
new Russification pressures, which are nothing other than political and cultural 
genocide, WIU not be met with opposition from toe nation faced with the threat 
of nations! destruction. On toe contrary, this will strengthen and rslnforee 
its determination to struggle for life, for its national values and its individual- 
ity. 

With the contemporary identification of Khrushchev’s policy with the 
interests of great power chauvinism, and with toe absence of opposition to this 
by toe Russians, it is impossible to avoid further piling up of hate and anger 
by toe non -Russian nation* against the Russian nation not only against the 
CPSU. Let us recall that in the year 1 956 the revolution in Hungary and In 
Poland was directed not only agalapt Communism but, above all, against Russian 
occupation and toe Russian nation. There were eminent personalities among 
the Russians -(Hansen, Bryullcv, Zhukovsky, Shakmatov, Vodofeuyev^and many ot heirs, 
end, ia toe emigration, Fedotov, who defended toe interest of the Ukrainian 
nation against attacks of the great power chauvinists. Also, there is no great 
hostility toward toe ifcralnlans by the sue of toe great Russian people. However, 
there are Russians not only among the ruling circles but also among ordinary 
people toe aid Moscow In the suppression of the Ukrainian or other non -Russian 
nations. 35» position in which the Ukrainian and Russian nations find themselves 
currently demands Joint struggle for political and social freedom. However, 
for toe Ukra inian s, there is the struggle for genuine State independence. 

There are no eontr&dletlons whatsoever between toe vital Interests of toe 
Ukrainian and Russian nations. Roto nations are interested in living freely 
on their territories and to take advantage of toe richness of their lande. 

The Russian nation like all the non -Russian* is suffering from political 
and social oppression. In Russia, as in the Ukraine, Georgia or Byelorussia, 
toe peasants, toe workers and the intelligentsia are exploited without control 
by toe Ccrammist dictatorship. They are deprived of freedom of speech, association, 
press, organisation, i.e., all of those freedoms for which they struggled during 
the years of the revolution and of which the Communist Party deprives them. 
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la this respect , the position of the Ukrainian and the Russian nations are iden- 
tical, hut in another respect they differ because there also hovers over the 
Ukrainian nation national oppression. Although tbs Russians do not enjoy 
political and social freedoms, no one oppresses them nationally, nobody forces 
upon thera a foreign language in plane of their c*m, and no one insists that they 
glorify another nation as an older brother. 

Today in the USSR and also in the emigration, Russian great power 
chauvinists preach the anti -national Mid reactionary theory about the liquidation 
of nations and the unification of all nations in the USSR with the Russians. 

Such a violation over old and cultural nations Is a miraculous reaction* All 
p ro g r es sive Russian people, the entire Russian nation, including the Russians 
living In the Ukraine, should decisively stand aside from such reactionary and 
rati -national policy, for this affront carries s h a me to the Russian name. 

Moreo ve r, such a policy cannot be I mplement ed in the tsenticth century. The . 
Ukraine, Georgia, Latvia and others - these are developed nations and nobody 
vlll succeed in subverting then, waking than into a "Soviet nation". Sooner or 
later they viU bacons independent state nations and vhat is important is only 
vhetfaer this will coat about with the understanding and the aid of the Russian 
nation or against its mil. 

There are tvo roods before the Russian people! To follow the great 
power chauvinistic clique against all submerged nations and, in the final 
analysis, probably against the entire world, or not to act against the liberation 
movements of the non -Russian nations of the USSR and its satellites and to ep 
with them against those who push the Russian and non-Russian nations toward 
catastrophe. Only along this second road in a common front of struggle along, 
with the other nations will the Russians obtain for thsmselves political and 
soelal-ecoaomle freedom. 

This oppression of other nations holds the oppressor in a condition of \ 
constant mobilisation, tension, struggle and exhausting unrest. Further efforts \ 
to realise tbs Ruasificatory policy of the CPSU means not only a sharpening 
of inter -nation contradictions inside the USSR, but also the Intensification '\ ' 
of class, social, economic and psyc h ologi ca l conflicts vithln the Russian nation. \ 
In the find, analyses, this vlll draw even tighter around the neck of the 
Russian people the dictatorial most. B a a r ef ore, struggle against Russification 
is a matter set only for the non -Russians but also for the Russian nations, 
even more so because in the hands of the latter, especially in the hands of 
its leading elements, there are greater possibilities for aiding other nations 
while at the same time aiding their own national masses. 

It is up to you, to the vanguard of the Russian intelligentsia, to the 
vrltere, poets, scholars and others who have the possibility even now to exert 
influences cm public opinion of your own nation and to formulate this opinion. 
However, party circles, the official espregiors of contemporary political 
thought la Russia should also take under advisement all the dangers toward which 
the Russian nation is being pushed by obscurantist chauvinism and the Insane 
clique of the Kremlin Which propagates and intensifies Russlfleatory courses.
